AMERICA - KNOW JOHN BIRCH! 


THE JOHN BIRCH SOCIETY is named 
in honor of one of the greatest young men 
that America has produced. 

John Birch was a Christian missionary, 
from a farm near Macon, Georgia, who was 
in China when we entered World War II. 
His heroism, accomplishments, and nobility 
of character were to make of him a legend 
which the Communists could not allow to 
live. 

On July 4, 1942, John ffirch officially 
joined General Chennault’s forces in Chung¬ 
king as a volunteer. He organized Chen- 
nault's intelligence service, rose to the rank 
of Captain in the United States Army, and 
served with unsurpassable bravery and bril¬ 
liance throughout the war. He was fre¬ 
quently referred to, by both his associates 
and superiors, as the most important single 
man in our forces struggling against the 
Japanese in China. 

Ten days after V-J day, while in uniform, 
on a peaceful and official mission for our 
government, John Birch was brutally 
murdered in cold blood by our "allies,” the 
Chinese Communists. This was on August 
25, 1945. He thus became probably the first 
American casualty in that third World War, 
between the Communists and the ever- 
shrinking "free-world,” which is still being 
waged against us seventeen years later; a 
relentless war of which there is no end in 
sight. 

You had probably never heard of John 
Birch before our Society came into the lime¬ 
light. This is simply because the Communists 
in Washington planned it that way. It took 
five years of persistent and determined 
effort on the part of his parents, aided by 
Senator Knowland and many other good 
patriots, to pierce the blanket of oblivion 
which had been so brazenly thrown over his 
life and death by Communist sympathizers 
in our government. As the Saturday Evening 
Post pointed out, in a long editorial on 
January 22, 1 95 5, based on The Life Of 
John Birch: “Amazingly, there were in 
Washington responsible ofiicials who were 


willing to suppress news of the murder of 
an American officer, apparently to prevent 
the American people from rising in their 
wrath and vetoing further appeasement of 
communism.” 

John Birch was killed by typical Com¬ 
munist tactics, as a part of typical Comniu- 
msi strategy, in a typical Communist-style 
war — a continuous undeclared war tn 
which our enemies observe no rules of in¬ 
ternational law, of civilization, or of human 
decency. He commanded no armies, headed 
no government, converted no nations to his 
creed. His impact, would have been of 
; transient memory and comparatively small 
importance, had not that impact occurred 
at a time and in a way to supply particulars 
from which momentous generalizations can 
properly be projected. With his death and 
tn bis death the battle lines were drawn, in 
a struggle from xvhich either Communism 
or Christiiin-s/yfe civilization must emerge 
tilth one completely triumphant and the 
other complrtify destroyed. 

Partly for these reasons, but even more 
because John Birch — in all of his short 
but outstanding career — so typified the 
best of America, we have named our organ¬ 
ization in his memory. If we rediscover some 
of our sounder spiritual values in the example 
of his life, recharge our determination from 
the spark of his courage, and learn essential 
truths about our enemy from the lesson of 
his murder, then his death at twenty-six 
ceases to be a tragedy. For in a full lifetime 
he could not have accomplished more.

The variance application 
of the Huntington Construc¬ 
tion Company to create a 44 
substandard lot subdivsiion, 
with substandard yardb at 
320 E. Sierra Madre Blvd.

A first-hand report on the 
progress of Christian 
Churches in Asia will be 
given by Mr. Paul Chang 
who will speak at 7 p.m. Au¬ 
gust 26, at Bethany Church 
on the current problems and 
needs of the Christian 
Church in various Asian na¬ 
tions and other parts of the 
world. Mr. Chang came out 
of China into Hong Kong as 
a refugee. His father sent 
him out that he might com¬ 
plete his schooling and con¬ 
tinue in the Christian way 
since his father, being presi¬ 
dent of a Christian semi¬ 
nary, was under condemria- 
tion by the Communists. 

Chang serves as Special 
Representative for Christian 
Nationals’ Evangelism Com¬ 
mission (C.N.E.C.). This or¬ 
ganization was set up in 
1942 and has as its main 
program the giving of mate¬ 
rial assistance to indigenous 
churches in various nations 
until they are established 
and self-supporting. 

Mr. Chang recently was 
graduated' from the Seattle 
Pacific College, Seattle, 
Wash., where he majored in 
Sacred Music. He is to enter 
Trinity Seminary in Chica¬ 
go to work on a graduate 
degree. Mr. Chang also is a 
Gospel singer and will sing 
numbers both in the Chinese 
and English languages. 
While in college in Seattle, 
he served as choir director 
in a local church. 

When his studies are com¬ 
pleted iri this country, Mr. 
Chang will return as a mis¬ 
sionary to his own people in 
Asia. On his present tour, he 
will bring a graphic word 
of the present trends in 
Asia, the situation in Com¬ 
munist Cihina and a first¬ 
hand' report of what the Na¬ 
tional Christians are doing 
throughout Southeast Asia. 
He brings a timely message 
of hope in a troubled world 
outlook.
